Two losses suffered against inferior opposition 
hurt badly, especially the one against Canterbury- 
Marrickville in the Philips Cup, as it deprived the 
Saints of lucrative clashes against PSL opponents 
in the latter rounds. 

“Even we don’t know how it happened; a little 
bit of bad fuck, plus some silly mistakes. 


"Both cup matches we were on the attack for 
80 minutes, but that all-important final punch was 
missing. 

“Frankly, | think that in the special atmosphere 
of cup tie football our team just got a bit over- 
excited.” , 

Marton believes the losses pushed the club 
back into the doldrums a little. ““We haven't 
played as attractively as we can since then, but 
we still got the results — and the rest will come in 
good time”. 

He might be missing out on some of this ravi- 
val; Marton is side-lined with a cracked bone in 
his foot, the result of an overly ‘‘enthusiastic™ 
tackle in a recent match. 

Coach Arok is fuming about it, claiming that as 
soon as Marton started making his mark as a 
player somewhat out of the ordinary State League 
mould, the chopping started. 

“‘Evary time he gets going the boots fly in his 
direction.”’ 

How is he taking it? 

“Too well, I'm afraid. Des must become a bit 
harder and !st his opponents know he is around, 
just as Ernie Campbell does, for instance. 

*‘Nobody butchers Ernie,”” Arok pointed out 
with emphasis. 

Butchering apart, Des Marton could become a 
major gain for Sydney soccer. 

He is a very ‘‘young”’ 32 and could have several 
good years left in him. 

More important, he is the type of player who 
attracts attention, something immediately 
obvious with St George.

This was not as much a 
great performance as & 
contest among the Soc- 
ceroos about who could 
score the most goals. 

Play invariably stopped 
about five metres outside the 
penalty area, from where long 
range shots were driven in 
from all angles to further 
frazzle the nerves of besieged 
goalkeeper Poerwano. 

Those shots were launched 
even when constructive runs 
were being made into the pen- 
alty area by other players. 

The Socceroos admitted 
after the game that all of them 
had wanted to score. The killer 
instinct surged through them 
after John Kosmina had shot 
them into the lead in the 29th 
minute. 


Alan Davidson, one of the 
stars of the match, confirmed 
our opinion when he said after 
the game that had the Soc- 
ceroos not been so impatient, 
they may have found openings 
for 18 goals instead of only 
two. 


John Kosmina was the 
maestro of attack in the first 
half, darting into space and re- 
ceiving low passes which en- 
abled him either to turn to go, 
or lay off to a team mate. 


Ground passes rarely came 
to Kosmina in the second half, 
so Australia’s play lost this di- 
mension, 

But scoring chances — be 
they from crosses, long shots 
or whatever — were abundant. 
Indonesia, in comparison, 
managed only two — a 39th 
minute header by Zulhan Ef- 
fendi which brought the first 
save from Allan Maher, and a 
miss from Bambang Nurdian- 
syah from two metres after 
substitute Mettu Duaramuri 
had wriggled inside from the 
left just before the end of the 
game. 

Indonesia’s counter-attack 
plan failed hopelessly, not so 
much because of stout mark- 
ing by Steve Blair, Steve Perry 
and John Yzendoorn, but 
rather because the In- 
donesians usually were 
stopped in midfield before 
they could threaten danger. 


The return to an orthodox 
midfield trio made a remark- 
able difference in terms of 
match control. The mid- 
fielders moved freely up and 
down the field and the team in 
general looked relieved to be 
rid of the rigid man to man 
marking Rudi Gutendorf had 
demanded. 

Les Scheinflug allowed them 
much greater freedom and, al- 
though they may not yet be 
playing the type of football 
that would please the purist, 
their performance was s vote 
of confidence in Scheinflug’s 
approach and, hopefully, a 
sign of better things to come. 

In contrast to Gutendorf’s 
reign of fear, Scheinflug ex- 
pressed his confidence and 
belief in each player individ- 
ually for the four days in which 
they were in camp together in 
Melbourne. 

Gutendorf probably would 
have made substitutions, as 
usual. There wasn't a game in 
which he didn’t make changes. 
Scheinflug knew even before 
the game that he had to avoid 
any such temptation. 

“I have full confidence in 
the players, that’s why I didn’t 
make any changes,” he said 
after the match. 

“What I have to instil in 
them is the comfort of know- 
ing they will not be taken off as 
long as they are fighting, 
giving it all they’ve got. I want 
to make the players a closely- 
knit family.” 

He said he was of course dis- 
appointed they did not score 
more goals and he also agreed 
that they became over-anxious 
in the second half. 

Indonesia’s coach Harry 
Chong said on this perform- 
ance, Australia was ‘‘just as 
good as New Zealand”’. 

“But on Saturday they were 
not good,” he added, referring 
to Australia’s 2-0 Joss to the 
Kiwis at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground 

Talking through an inter- 
preter, Chong said Mel- 
bourne's cold snap had been a 
contributing factor in the In- 
donesians’ poor performance. 
Four of the players found it so 
cold that they wore gloves 
during the match.

For a few weeks in 1974 
there was a tidal wave of tele- 
vised soccer in this country as 
we took our humble place on 
the world's soccer stage. 

Then it was back to the 
bread and butter fare as 
before with hardly a ripple to 
stir the memory of our brief 
splash on the world scene 

The success of soccer in this 
country depends on its devel- 
opment at all levels. 

It depends on the numbers 
playing the game, the quality 
of coaching at ALL levels and 
the qualify of administration 
at ALL levels. 


The lopsided development of 
our soccer in recent years has 
seen massive amounts of 
money poured into the game at 
the top level while the grass 
roots have been left to grow 
virtually unaided. 

Some $600,000 was budgeted 
for our World Cup campaign, 
and a similar budget is being 
drawn up for the World Youth 
Cup which will be held in 
Australia next year 


Huge amounts of money 
have been diverted to devel- 
op national youth teams. 

All of this money going into 
the elite level of our soccer 
and so little to nuture the base 


from which our elite must 
come from 
Unlike America whose 


soccer is based on a some- 
times sparkling wafer-thin 
layer of ice on top with a vir- 
_tual void underneath, our 
game is strongest at its grass 
roots which should be nurtu- 
red, spread and encouraged in 
country areas as well as our 
cities. 

We could do so much, if half 
the money which has been 
poured into the top level of 
soccer by sponsors such as 
Coca-Cola and others, were 
put to work to provide better 
amenities, coaching aids, play- 


ing fields, lighting and planned 
coaching programs for the 
junior game. 

No — soccer does not die if 
we fail to make it to sunny 
Spain. We have enough sun- 
shine here. 


What we need is a sound, 
financially viable national lea- 
gue, strong State Leagues and 
well-coached junior teams. 


The standard of play in the 
Philips League, the quality of 
the television which acts as 
the shop window for our soc- 
cer, the experience and ex- 
pertise of the coaches at senior 
level, the knowledge of the 
coaches at junior level, the 


stability of federation and club 
administration — these are the 
things on which the success or 
failure of our soccer will de- 
pend. 

I am encouraged to think 
that one day we will reach the 
Soccer status of countries such 
as Sweden and Holland.

The Saints are back in the 
State League after a four-year 
spell in the Philips League.
